17.—The report 
of the committee on systematic benefi-

Gets on Nerves of Con-:

Boston, May 17.—Clarence 
Richeson was striken with an 
of hysterical delirium in the death 
chamber of the Charlestown state 
prison late tonight while being visit- 
ed by Prison Chaplain Stebbens and 
his counsel, William Morse. 

Twitching and clawite, the con- 
demned man rolleq and tossed from 
side to side of his bed, raving about 
two men who, he cried out, were 
“watching and following’ him, The 
attack was marked by spells of groan- 
ing and moaning, after which the pris- 
oner would lapse into intervals of un- 
consciousness. Then he would revive 
and continue his ravings. 

The prison physician who was sum- 
moned coulq not be reached and Dr. 
Frederick D, Lyons, of Charlestown, 
was calléd. He administered seda- 
tives, which tended to quiet the pa- 
tient in a manner. The ravings. of 
the condemned were attributed to the 
strain upon him of the constant vigi- 
lance of two guards of the death 
watch. The guards sit close in front 
of the prisoner’s cell and do not allow 
their eyes to leave him for a moment 
throughout the night or dav. There 
is no relaxing. of the vigilance, as the 
guards are changed frequently, and 
Richeson has been subjected to the 
strain now for over seventy-five hours. 

Richeson’s breakdown tonight is be- 
lieved to have been further aggravated 
by the news that is expressed that his 
body shoulqd not be brought back to 
Virginia to be buried, but be buried 
in some cemetery in Boston. It is 
claimed that Mr. Richeson begged of 
his counsel, Mr. Morse, during the 
day that arrangements be made so that 
his body could be buried near that of 
his mother in a Virginia cemetery.

Mr. Taft's speech was one of the 
most bitter since he began to answer 
the charges of Colonel Theodore Reose- 
velt. The president bluntly charged 
that Walter Brown, Toledo, one of 
the Roosevelt leaders here, had ceased 
to be a Taft supporter because the 
president refused to accept the recom- 
mendation for judiciary appointments. 
He declared that the opposition to him 
of Dan Hanna. of Cléveland, another 
Roosevelt leader; came as a conse- 
quence ‘of indictments against Mr. 
Hanna by the Taft department of. jus- 
tice. Mr. Taft's appeals to the crowd 
for s square deal and his attacks on 
Mr. Roosevelt were cheered in em- 
phatic fashion. 

Names Still Linger. 

The president launched immediately 
into'accusatiors of unfairness upon the 
part of his predecessor. “The memory 
of the names Mr. Roosevelt has called 
me,” said the president, “still lingers 
in my ears. Since the time he began 
his personal attacks on me he has used 
all the epithets he could think of, all 
the names.in the calendar, as no presi- 
dent has. been subjected to by a man 
who. had filled terms in that office. 

“Tt little lies in Mr. Roosevelt's 
mouth to say that I am tied up with 
the interests. when the evidence that 
has been brought out in the harvester 
and steel trust cases, and also right in 
Ohio, shows where he stands.”

President's Secretary Gives Out

Washington, May 17.—Presiden$ 
Taft's secretary, Charles D. Hilles, ape 
peared unannounced in Washington to- 
day and at the white house gave out @ 
statement concerning the delay in the 
prosecution of the International Har- 
vester Company during President 
Roosevelt's administration in 1907. If 
was not known here that Mr. Hilles 
had left President Taft's party, in 
Ohio. He went to join the presidént 
again tonight. 

“Tl have come to Washington to get 
United States Attorney Townsend’s 
statement in reference to the Har- 
vester trust,” says the statement, 
Townsend was in 1907 one of the até¢ 
torneys in the department of justice 
and had made an _ . investigation of 
charges against the Internationa! Hare 
vester Company. 

‘Tt show's conclusively,’ the state« 
ment continues, “that President Roose- 
velt compelled his attorney general ta 
discontinue the Harvester prosecution 
in“the fall of 1907, eighteen months 
prior to the colonel’s retirement from 
office. 

Whole Matter Suppressed. 

“President Roosevelt’s term expired 
two vears after the matter had been 
placeq in the hands of the prosecuting 
officer as the result of an investiga- 
tion. It is quite apparent from the 
record that civil and criminal proceed- 
ings were about to begin: that about 
a vear and a half before President 
Roosevelt went out of office Goorge 
W. Perkins tooka hand in matters, and 
that in a remafkably skort time there- 
after the whole’ matter was suppress- 
ed, stifled, strangled or put through 
some other process which by what¢- 
ever name you cali it, I have no goubt, 
was quite satisfactory to the harves- 
ter trust. If anybody was responsible 
for it besides President Roosevelt and 
officials acting directly under his in- 
structions. it does not appear from 
the record. 

“Mr, Townsend began his inquiry in 
the spring of 1906.. On February 3], 
1907, Mr. Bonaparte transmitted Towne 
send’s report to United States District 
Attorney Sims at Chicago, instruct- 
ing him to take up the matter with a 
view to the institution. of criminal 
prosecution against the individuals and 
corporations implicated, Mr.. Townseng 
having recommended ,; prosecution. 

Sims Advised Step. 

“Sims wrote that if the report 
‘proves to be correct it is my judgment 
hat civil proceedings . can be 
successfully maintained against thd 
harvester trust’ and that probably evi- 
dence could be secured to convict ths 
corporation and possibly a number of 
the individuals concerned. There was 
delay, of which Senator Hansbrough 
complained to President Roosevelt and 
Mr. Bonaparte wrote to the senator 
that the’ case would‘ receive immediate 
attention. An effort was made n the 
one hand to proceed with the ,prosecu- 
tion. on the other hand to secure de« 
lay through a protracted investiga- 
tion by the bureau of corporations.

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ALABAMA’S FORWARD STEP. 


To its constructive achievement of presenting Oscar W. Un- 
derwood to the nation as a presidential candidate, the state of Alaba-

nent lawyers, and charged-with the wholesale revision of the state's 
criminal and civil procedure. Governor O'Neal has just named the 
commission, to be headed by Chief Justice Dowdell, and its recom-. 
mendations will be made to the forthtoming session of the legislature. 
At various times and by various individuals, similar projects have 
been proposed for Georgia. Nothing substantial has come of these 
successive endeavors, though the procedure of this state is as sadly 
in need of amendment and simplification as is that of Alabama, and 
there is plenty of available legal talent amply qualified for the task. 
Only when public sentiment gets unanimously back of a demand for 
action, will the right sort of vigorous program be forthcoming. 
One of the paradoxes of the past few years is the almost solid 
demand of the bench and bar of the nation for a thoroughgoing re- 
form in state and federal judicial proceduce, and the discouraging 
paucity of results. Practically at every meeting of state bar associa- 
tions, at each gathering of the American Bar Association, and by all 
the presidents down to Mr. Taft, has come excoriation of the lax and 
insufficient processes of the courts of our day, with tentative recom- 
mendations for relief. Yet congress and the legislatures, recognizing 
the situation, have been slow to act. Society is still at an unjust 
handicap as against the criminal. The rich man still enjuys privileges 
withheld from the man of moderate means. Delay, quibble and tech- 
nicality yet maintain their baneful influences to the detriment of 
the destined ends of justice. 3 
In Georgia, for instance, the crime of pistol-toting has been 
handled in the most slack manner by the courts. An offense that 
stands as a proved breeder of murder and all manner of violence, it 
continues to stalk through the state, the fault being, as a rule, 


balk at enacting measures of the proper degree of stringency. 

It is to be hoped that Alabama’s attempt will fare well. What- 
ever program is outlined by the commission will, of course, be 
challenged in the legislature. It is there that the hardest fight— 
perhaps an ambushed fight—will come. But if the will of the peo- 
ple is expressed in terms sufficiently overwhelming, the legisla- 
ture will respond-and the commonwealth take a far step in placing 
itself on record as in favor of giving the courts power enough to 
apply their functions efficiently.

_IN THE TITANIC MEMORIAL 


Mrs, Henry 8S. Jackson has been in- 
vited by Mrs. John Hays Hammond, 
secretary of the Woman's Titanic Me- 
morial, to represent her in the matter 
of soliciting the interest of the women 
of Georgia in the monument. 

Funds are being arranged on ‘the 
democratic basis of each woman giv- 
ing one dollar to the memorial, the 
first contribution made by the wife 
of the president of the United States. 

Mrs. Jackson will endeavor to reach 
the women of Georgia with Mrs.’ Ham- 
mond’s message through the press, and 
through circular letters, which have 


| been prepared by Mrs. Hammond and 


which will be sent out within the next 
few days. 

All contributions are to be sent di- 
rect to the Washington office in the 
Union Trust building. 

Interviewed on the subject, Mrs. 
Jackson explained that she did not 
believe an organization in Georgia for 
the raising of funds would be neces- 
sary, but that the press notices and 


the letters sent out by the Washing- 
ton office would create that interest 
which would draw from the women of 
Georgia their always ready service to 
any noble cause. 

“The money is to be sent direct to 
the Washington office, and receipt, 
will be sent from there. I have al- 
ready been assured of assistance from 
many women of Atlanta, who will co- 
operate with me in bringing to the 
attention of our women this memorial 
to the heroes of the Titanic. 

“Our women can not but appreciate 
that the memorial is one of, not only 
national significance, but it will stand 
for one of the greatest expressions of 
Anglo-Saxon heroism the world has 
known.

Dr. E. M. Nighbert, of the bureau of 
arrimal industry, United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, who is located in 
Atlanta, has given out a statement in 
which he defends the meat inspection 
service of the department, now under 
attack in Washington, 

Discussing the inspection service, 
Dr. Nighbert says the criticisms tend 
to mislead the public as to the real 
facts, affecting an enormous industry 
that is being, encouraged in every state 
in the union, He quotes Dr. A. D. 
Melvin, chief of the bureau of animal 
industry at Washington, who says “the 
bureau has nothing to fear from any 
fair and thorough investigation,” and 
who states that the same charges Were 
made by Mrs. Caroline Bartlett Crane 
two and a half years ago and she was 
unable to sustain them. Dr. Nighbert 
further says: 

“The United States meat 
law, rules and regulations are
